With weather conditions as good 
for the “big day” as were ever seen 
hero, prospects this 
morning were 
that Thursday would sec the biggest 
crowd at the Rush county fair that 
h a s l>een there in years. 


Although many farmers have not 
finished their threshing this year, it 
was thought that the lack of attend­ 
ance on the part o f farmers who re­ 
mained home to thresh would not be 
noticed because of the ideal condi­ 
tions and the 
excellent 
program 
which would attract thousands. 


Wednesday’s crowd was up to the 
standard. 
The night crowd was the 
largest ever on the grounds at night. 
More than a thousand people saw 
the display of fireworks and the oth­ 
er free attractions. 


People began 
going to the 
fair 
grounds early today, indicating that 
the feeling of yore that 
Thursday 
was the “big day” of the fair was 
still predominate in Rush county. 
The free attractions til is year arc 
more numerous than usual and are 
above the 
average. 
There is a 
troop of wild west entertainers who 
give free acts in front of the grand 
stand between heats in the afternoon 
and at ngiht. 
There is also a con­ 
cert company in the grand 
stand 
which gives 
tree acts 
and a high 
diver who dives from the top of a 
ladder in front, of the grand stand. 


The fireworks display Wednesday 
night was the best free attraction 
ever seen at the Rush county fair. 
The display lasted for a 
solid half 
hour and was enjoyed by the im­ 
mense crowd. 
The {program con­ 
sisted 
for 
the most 
part of 
s e t 
pieces, with only a few noise-making 
devices. 


A program of fireworks equally as 
elaborate and as long, with the ex­ 
ception that it will be different will 
be given tonight. 
The fireworks will 
start about nine o’clock. 


In addition to the fireworks., the 
free attractions will consist tonight 
of a high dive, a concert by the com­ 
pany o f southern plantation singers, 
hand concert with vocal soloist, free 
program by cowboys and cowgirls, 
ladies’ driving contest, pony show, 
show of fa nu teams and awarding of 
premiums. 


For a new 
thing at the fair, the 
Elks dancing Pavillion is exception­ 
ally popular. 
The dancing was not 
very brisk Wednesday afternoon, but 
at night a large crowd was on the 
floor by nine o’clock and danced un­ 
til late. 
The exceptionally good racing card 
attracted many to the fair yesterday 
and 
was expected to 
bring manyN 
more today. 
Both races on Wed­ 
nesday’s program went five heats and 
some very fast time was marked up 
in spite of the slow track.

were three races to be run this a f­ 
ternoon, one for a purse of five hun­

It 
i- true that Mr. Wa!-on has been a 
representative in the house of con­ 
gress a great many years; and, in 
fact, till he arose to he the repub­ 
lican leader of that intelligent body; 
and it also true that lie we- -elected 
by a republican convention iii 1068 
to be its candidate for governor ot 
the -tate of Indiana.

not win the governor-hip, owing to

At 1:30 yesterday afternoon 
he American ambassador conferred 
with foreign Secretary Yon Jagow. 
\t five p. in. an official of the for­ 
eign office called at the embassy for 
second conference. 


The embassy today had not yet 
received reports from German sub­ 


m a r i n e s operating in the region in 
which the Arabic was torpedoed and 
was unable to state officially whether 
the liner was submarined or mined.

Gibson was indicted with Mayor 
Joseph E. Bell, Thomas Taggart and 
over one hundred other 
politicians 
on a conspiracy charge. 


Gibson asked to be sent to jail 
with the sheriff for protection. 


Gibson had been named in two iii - 
dictnients— one with Taggart, Bell 
and others and another with a com­ 
parative few. 
He 
pleaded guilty, 
however, to the charge contained in 
tin* sweeping indictment which named 
the Democratic leaders. 


Asked by the United Press for a 
tatement on the Gibson guilty plea 
Mr. Taggart said: 


“Gibson is a man T never knew or 
lad any dealings with in my life.” 
Mr. T aggart left 
further 
.-tate­ 
ment to his attorneys.

FIREBUGS ARE

Vigilants Frighten Vandals Away,

Chino, Cal., Aug. 261—Vigilantes, 


a feature of California life in the 
"old days," made their appearance 
here-literally, overnight wheu a gang 
of firebugs tried to destrcy the city 
recently.

Several haystacks simultaneously 


Then houses on 
opposite sides of town began burn- 
ing.. When men hastened to fight 
one blaze .another, far .iwny, red- 
dened the sky. 


The vigilantes appeared. 
There 


was no call for them, no organiza- 
tion, but, in a few minutes an order- 
ly crowd was gathered in the mid- 
dle of town, well armed. A search 
was 
• begun: 
Sentries wire posted. 


One of them caught the arsonists 
sneaking up to a haystack, and op- 
ened fire with a rifle. 


The gangsters fled. Shortly other _ 


vigilantes took up the trial, and pur- 5 
sued the fugitives in an automobile. 
When bullets begnn flying the gaso- 
line 
in the •vigilantes' machine be- 


came exhausted, and 
the firebugs 


escaped in a fast" motor.

quietly patrolled the city .

lurked, silent shadows, in many 
dark corner. Every person on the 
streets was sharply challenged anil 
forced to explain himself. 


The arson squad's handiwork was 


very apparent all through town, how- 
ever, in blackened fields, heaps of 
debris and tangles of charred beams 
that had once been homes. 


Authorities %are at a loss to find a 


motive for the terrists' campaign. 
The firebugs vanished as quickly as 
they appeared. Had it not been for 
the armed volunteers,
